Mr. Lambdin, who is just in from 
Granbury, gives us the particulars of the 
hanging of old man Mitchell, and the 
killing of Jeff. Mitchell, while attempt- 
ing to convey poison to his father. 
Although every effort was made to se- 
cure the commutationof the sentence, 
Gov. Coke was firm in his refuzal, and 
on Friday last the officer proceeded to 
put the sentence intoexecution. Mitch: 
ell, who is a man 80 yearsof age, made 
several attempts to commit suicide, on 
Wednesday night, by hanging himself 
with a chain that he had wrenched from 
the door, but his heart failed him. He 
spent the night in cursing the sheriff and 
officers, and on Thursday night a guard 
was placed in his cell to prevent self-de- 
struction. On Tuesday night the guard 
about the jail discovered an armed man 
crawling toward the jail, and not know- 
ing how mauy others there might 
be, fired. The next morning the 
lifelees body of Jeff. Mitchell, 
youngest son of the doomed man, aged 
about 21, was found on the ground, the 
whole top of his head blown off. He 
was armed with a double-barrelled shot 
gun, and had a brace of Colt’s revolvers 
buckled around him and all heavily 
loaded. In his pocket was founda large 
vial of laudanum, wrapped with rags, 
which he was evidently conveying to his 
father. The old man asked that the 
body be brought into the jail that he 
might see his son, and was much affect- 
ej. Near by his horse was hitched, 
his hat and shoes tied to the saddle, 
_ Theexecution was attended by nearly 
five thousand people. A little after one 
o'clock the wagon containing the doomed 
man, seated ou h's coffin, proceeded to 
the gallows. The rope wastied with the 
hangman’s knot, and the aged murderer 
arose to address thecrowd. His address 
was directed to the young, and he took 
occasion to assert his innocence in the 
strongest terms. He denounced the 
Truitts, said they had swindled bim out 
of $1,000, and had caused all the trou- 
ble. The murder of his son he denoun- 
ced in the most bitter t-rms. 

During his speech a quarrel in the 
crowd came near creating the greatest 
excitement, but was finally quelled. The 
old man spoke for near a half hour, said 
he was ready to die, and then ordered 
the sheriff to proceed with the execution. 
Hie was pluck to the last, and died with- 
out the least exhibition of fear. The 
Mitchell Truitt tragedy has created the 
utmost excitement in Hood county. The 
results may be summarized as follows: 
The killing of the two Truitts, of Jeff 
Mitchell while conveying poison to his 
father, the hanging of the old man, two 
men (Show and Owens) in the peniten- 
tiary for life, and William Mitchel] and 
Mit Grovis fugitives from justice, with 
the hand of every man against them and 
a price upon their heads. 

The confession of the executed man is 
in the hands of lis attorneys, and will be 
printed in a few days.

FATHER LEUKEN’S BRIDE. 
A Priest Resigns and Marries His 
hiousekeepei’s Dauehter. 


[Srringficli (Ill.) Special to! the Chicago

Since Satnrday last the air has been 
thick with the rumor that Father Leu- 
ken, paster of the German Catholic 
church of this city, tiring of a life of 
celibacy had put aside his church vows, 
fled the city and taken a wife in the 
person of Miss Mary Langemann. 
The members of the congregation were 
very reticent about the matter, and in 
consequence there has been a difficulty 
in getting at the facts of the case, while 
all sorts of stories have been in circula- 
tion in regard to the affair, some of them 
without the least shadow of foundation 
and calculated to place the reverend fa- 
ther in even a worse light before the 
community than the facts justify. 
Abouttwo years ago Mr. Leuken, with 
the consent no doubt of his congregation 
and proper ecclesiastical superiors, went 
to Europe and was absent for some 
months. It was rumored at the time 
that this young woman, the daughter ol 
the housekeeper, whose name ap/ears 
above, accompanied him. The affair 
created considerable remark in a quiet 
way at the time, but whether or not it 
was made a matter of investigation by 
the church authorities is not known. 
After a time he returned and resumed 
his duties as pastor of the congregation 
of 8S. Peter and Paul, and the scandal

COTTON SEED. 
| From the Uo-Operative News } 


Cotton seed, which the planters are 
sending in such quantities to market, 
contain the life of the soil; the lint ab- 
stracts but little nutriment from the land, 
in comparison to the seed. 

How few planters reflect that they are 
robbing themselves and their heirs and 
assigns by sending their cotton seed to 
market, instead of returning them to the 
soil as manure. 

We are literally selling the fat of the 
land, in parting with the cotton seed a3 
we do. 

The oil, wnen expressed, goes to the 
soap maker and into a hundred other 
uses; the oil cake goes to Europe, chiefly 
to England and Scotland, to fatten Brit- 
ish cattle and make richer the well tilled 
British soil; while the best part of the 
seed 1s totally lost for any farm use; this 
is the hull, so very rich in phosphates. 
The hulls of cotton seed, which are 
worked up in the south, as most of them 
are, are fed to milch cows in cities or 
are used as fuel. 

We trust the day wi‘l soon come when, 
if cotton seed must be used for oil mak- 
ing, that they wil! be worked up near the 
cotton fields, so that the planter will 
receive back the oilcake and the hulls, 
to be fed to his own beeves cows and 
work stock, and returned as manure to 
his soil. 
The granges should take up the subject 
and see that their cotton lands are not 
robbed as they now are. 

A cotton seed oil manufactory is not a 
very costly establishment, and every 
neighborhood should have one. To all 
appearances they are as profitable as tan- 
yards, whisky mills, or state offices. 

One of the chief duties of the grange 
is not only to promote the cultivation of 
the soil, but to stimulate and educate the 
cultivators. : 
Improvement of farm and farmers is 
the motto. 

We can no longer calculate on wear- 
ing out lands andthe moving west. The 
west has disappeared in the land of grass- 
hoppers and mountain deserts. 

No farmer of the world have such ma- 
terials to make ample manure of the 
richest quality as have the cotton plan- 
ters. They can, if they will, build oil 
establishments in their own neighbor- 
hoods, and get back the oil cake and 
hulls; not only have less corn to raise, 
but tbey will have manure heaps that 
will surpass any of the commercial fer- 
tilizers and their lands may be made more 
fertile each year. 


WHAT RUINS COTTON GINS. 


Thousands of cotton gins are necd- 
lessly injured, if not entirely ruincd, by 
one singie cause. That cause is per- 
mitting moat or lint cotton [that is, cot- 
ton that has been once ginned,] to be 
mixed wiih sed cotton and passed 
through the saws a second time. Such 
lint cotton catches in the teeth, 
clogs the saws, dulls the  tceth, 
and bends and breaks them. Ii 
also bends or breaks the ribs, wears the 
boxes, and strains the whole gin so as to 
make it produce a bad sample, and speed- 
ily become almost worthless. It likewise 
increases the draft so asto distress the 
mules propelling the gin, and creates so 
much friction as often to set the gin 
i: yuse on fire.

Assoon asthe charges were 
brought to the ears of Bishop McTyeire, 
he organized a court at Murfreesboro 
that suspended the aged minister from 
preaching, without much delay. The 
“‘Beecher-Tilton scandal was then drag- 
ging its weary length aleng, and tbe de- 
cisive action of Bisho}. MeTyeire excit- 
ed favorable comment. He suspended 
the offendirg minister before the scan- 
dal-mongers could raise a_ breeze. 
If we remember aright, scarcely a week 
intervened between ihe receipt of the 
letter by the insulted young lady and the 
suspension of its writer'from the minis- 
try. 

The casecame up before the Tennes- 
see conference this week. Dr. IHlanner 
was represinted by able counsel, but the 
committee found him guilty on all the 
specifications, and therefore on the gen- 
eral charge of immorality.

tity on their part, and that from the 
church to which he gave the love of his 
boyhood and the strength of bismanhood 
he has received in return kindness, love 
and multiplied honors; and now, if this 
mother, to which he has given life, love 
and labor, thinks it best tolay on him, 
the heavy hand of chasterning, out of a 
breken heart he will love apd love her 
still. 
With regard to the folly which he ad- 
mits in writing the letter, and which has 
cost him such pangs of agonizing repen- 
tance, he desires to say to the younger 
members of the conference, ‘Took upon 
my agony, behold my strickenold age, 
and learn to avoid the very appearance 
of evil.”

Solicitor Buttz, with trial justice 
Hutchinson, proceeded to the hospital for 
the purpose of investigating the matter. 
They met Dr. Somers, buist, who is in 
charge of the hospital, and made known 
their mission. Dr. Buist stated that the 
woman was brought,there .on Monday 
right, and was represented to be very 
violent, but he did not believe she was 
insane, and that hesimply had her under 
restraint. Solicitor Buttz intimated his 
intention to sue out a writ of habeas cor- 
pus, when Dr. Buist readily offered to 
release her.
